RATES OF WHARFAGE. 


The bill passed at the last session of the Legisla- 


ture increasing the rates of wharfage m this city 
and Brooklyn was signed by Governor Hoffman on 
the 6th inst., and it became a law on that day. The 
following is the act as it has been issued from the 
office of the Secretary of State:— 


SECTION 1. It shall be iawful to charge and receive 


within the cities of New York and BrooKlyu wharf- 
age and dockage at the following rates, viz:— From 
every vessel that nses or makes fast to any pier, 
wharf or bulkhead within said cities, or makes fast 
to any vessel lying at such plar, wharf or bulkhead, or 
to any other vessel lying outside of such vessel, for 
every day or part of a day, as follows— from every 
vessel of 200 tons burden aud under, two cents oer 
ton, and- from every vessel over -200 tons burden, 
two cents per ton for each of the first 200 tons and - 
one-half of one cent per ton for every additional 
ton, except that all canal boats navigating the 
canals in this State, and vessels known as SortH 
nver barges shall pay the same rates as heretofore, 
and the class of sailing vessels now Known as 
lighters, snail be at one half the flret above rates: 
but every other vessel making fast to a vessel iyiue 
at any pier, wharf or bulkhead within said cities, or 
to another vessel outside of such vessel, or at aachor 
within any slip or basin when not receiving or dis- 
charging cargo or ballast, one half the disc above 
rates, and no boat or vessel shall pay less than City 
cents for a day, or pare of a day; andlrom every 
vessel or floating structure other ilian those used for 
transportation of freight or passengers, double tho 
first above rates; atul every vessel thai shall leave a 
pier, wharf, bulkhead, slip or basin without tiist 
paying the wharfage or dockage duo thereon, fitter 
being demanded of the owner, consignee or person 
in charge of the vessel, siiail be liable to pay double 
the rates established by this act. 


Site. 2. Italian be lawful for the owners or lessee 


of any pier, wharf or bulsliead within the clues of 
New York ana Brooklyn, to charge and collect the 
sum of five cunts per tou on ail goods, merchandise 
aud materials remaining un tne pier, wharf or bulk- 
head, owned or leased by win, for every day alior 
tlie expiration of twenty-lour noura from the tmio 
such goods, merchandise and materials shall have- 
been left or deposited on aucli piers, wharf or bulk- 
head, uti.i

Mr. Field's Pacific Cable Scaeme. 


Arguments m favor of the proposed oceanic Pa- 


cific cable were .delivered last week oy. Cyrus W. 
Field beiore the Committees on Public Lanfis and 
Foreign Relations of the Senate and House, and the 
Senate Committee on Commerce. The enterprise is 
warmly commended by the President. General Sher- 
man. Vice Admiral Porter and other membjrs of the 
government, and by many of the members of the 
Senate and House ot Representatives, of both politi- 
cal parties, favorable to the development of Ameri- 
can commerce in the East. Tiie distances, in nauti- 
cal miles, by the proposed Une are as follows:—From 
San Francisco to the Sandwich. Islands, 2,030; thence 
to Midway Islands, 1,140; thence to Yokohama, Ja- 
pan. 2.2SO; thence to ShangUae, 1,035 miles. To this 
is to oe a-lded one-stxta of the whole lo maie statute 
miles (1,085 mil3ij>. and also the usual twenty per 
cent allowance for slack la paying oat cable (1,520 
miles;, making the total length of cable required to 
connect San Francisco, Cal., wits the Sandwich 
Islands, Japan and China 9,121 miles. It is said the 
Committee on Foreign Relations are unanimous ia 
giving $600,000 a year for twenty years, instead of 
lauds. 


Decline of American Commerce. 


A controversy exists between the 


Interests and Captain Codman, who advocates free 
shipg. This gentleman denies that he Is either a 
Scotchman or a secessionist, as has been charged, 
and says he is only Honestly striving for what he 
considers to be the advantage oC American com- 
merce.

In closing his report he says that some 
ot his old pupils who have married since they left 
the school, and have always conducted themselves 
properly, and by t'.ieir industry endeavor to support 
themselves and families, are, in his opinion, the only 
Indians from wkorn any good may be expected, anil 
that it there were some appropriation made lor them 
it would tend to secure tee soitd success of. the future 
generations among the Indians.

It should be further observer! that the same law gov- 
erns in all communications betiveen me diil'i^eul 
countries. Tins is a necessity, in order that the in- 
tercourse may be preserved and be at all times sate 
bhonla it.ue inquired, how much of the common law 
of the world is alike, the answer returned would as- 
tonish all who had not given It consideration by

It his been remarked that England has possessions

Wheu it is remembered 
that the countries or Asia are practically as near 
W ashington as California there can be 110 argument 
deduced from distance against a couimuu and 
world-wide administration of government.

From what 
has been saia regarding the position or the Unileu 
States it mast be admitted that nearly all the natural 
advantages, as well as the general order of things 
are on this side of tue globe, ir any conclusions nat- 
urally now from the observation or the past tenden- 
cies in the order oi nature they are mat the United 
States Is destined to be the centre of a universal gov- 
ernment. The tendencies of government from earli- 
est historic time have persistently been to universal 
sway. The systems aud forms through whicn mis

of the governed—have changed. These systems 
will continue to be modified until this tendency shall

SchcncK reported a third of tlie In- 
ternai Revenue bill— It seems the bill has been di- 
vided into three chapters— ami had it ordered to be 
printed and reconim.r.ed, with the promise that It 
should be reported back for action at au early day, 
probably this week-. The two-thirds of the bill yet to 
be reported are the administrative and the distilled 
spirits and tobacco sections. The committee do not 
expect to get action on the former this session, and 
lac changes in the latter, it is understood, will notbe 
of much importance, so that it is immaterial whe:her 
It goes through, or not. It was deemed important 
t'aat the part or tlie bill reducing taxation should be 
icnoited first, as those members who are candidates 
for re-clec' ion— aid nearly all of them are— con- 
cluded that they could not go before the peap'.e 
without reducing the taxes.

Dawes' statement that iu six weefcs the wlicJs of 
tlie government must stop unless the Appropriation 
bills were passed had made ac impression upon the 
members. Pi ooably some or ihein were afraid their 
salaries might bs cm off; at any rate they decided to 
follow the lead or Dawes, at least for the present.

AMENDING THE INTERNAL KEVENUE LAWS—SEDUC- 


ING TAXATION. 
Mr. SCHEKCK, (rep.) or Ohio, chairman of the 


Committee of Wavs and Means, reported a bill to 
reduce internal taxes, and made explanations to the 
House. Ho reminded members that there was now 
on the general calendar in Committee of the Whole 
a bill reported in March last to couify and reduce 
into one ail the laws relating to Internal taxation. 
From present appearances and rroin the condition 
of bnsiuessitwas not probable tnat that bill couia 
be disposed of in its entire fulness tms session. 
That bill was the-result of a very gieat deal of labor 
on the part of the Committee of Ways aud Means, 
both in this and a former Congress. There was not 
a great deal 01 encouragement in a work of tins uiau. 
Because it very of ten happens tnat when produced 
to the light, ana consideration asKed for it 
rromabodyliKetheHonse, some person, with tha 
best possible intentions, nut who Had, perhaps, be- 
stowed no very great deal of study or consideration. 
on the subject Iu its broadest extent, would pitch in 
and derange the whole worK. Tne Committee of 
Ways and Means Had come to the conclusion to di- 
vide the matter of tnat large bill on internal taxa- 
tion into three bills, and to ask successively the nc- 
tiou of the House npou them. The committee pro- 
uosetl, In the first place, si oil! to modify, and to a 
great extent repeal, all the internal taxation laws of 
the country, with tae exception of the taxation oa 
fermented liquois, tobacco and cigars. Then the 
committee would report a bill relating to those ar- 
ticles ana then, it would report a general bill 
relating to the 
organization ot tne Internal 


Revenue Department. The bill which he now 
offered was the Orst of those three. It related to a 
repeal ot a large portion of internal taxation. It re- 
pealed allthe ;ax ou legacies and successions, which 
last year procuced $2,431,593. ' It repealed all the 
taxes on gross receipts of railroad losiuanoe com- 
panies and otner corporations ami all kinds of busi- 
ness with ths exception of lotteries, iheatres and 
places of public amusement, &c. The whole of such 
taxes produced last year $3,444,210; and tne rertuc- 
tlou now proposed was estimated at $6,109,617, and 
all tax oa sales was ta&en off except that assessed 
on dealers ia liquors, which would make a further 
reduction of $8,197,784. It repealed all special

The plot is much more serious than was at first 


supposed even by the govcinincnt, which lias for 
months, as I have long since told you, been in pos- 
session of conclusive information. M. Ollivier was, 
indeed, opposed lo t!ie Emperor leaving the Tuil- 
e.le? on Sunday, even for a short time, and the 
most active surveillance has been kept up in all 
quarters of the capital, as, although it Is known that 
there are hundreds of bombs in existence, but few 
of that number have as yet been found by the police.

The Paris journals or May 4 continued to accumu-

One fact of'interest had, however, come to 
light, namely, thatthe bombs were manufactured in 
Paris. The Journal Officiel gives ashore account oi 
the matter, but we prefer the following statement of 
the fatrie, which says:— 


The maker of the bombs Is now known. M. Lepet 
Iroufounder of the Hue St. Maur, Having seen a a raw 
Ing of these tnelis m ajournaVcame forward spon- 
taneously to give some Important Information to jus- 
tice: On April 34 an individual called on him and 
ordered some castings of a form exactly Use that oJ 
the implements seized, saying that they were 
intended for 
improvement in 
the nuts of 
wheels for velocipedes, which would probably 
make the fortune ol the Inventor. 
He added 
tliat he had already made-a very advantageous 
contract with America for his discovery. He or- 
dered at first ISO, and promised to come shortly for 
a larger supply. On the 16th aufl on -the 19th Hie 
founder delivered twenty-two. 
Only twenty-one 
have been found, but it 13 known that an experi- 
ment was made with the other, which circumstance 
explains the diiappearance of one of .the number. 
Had not the strike of Hie workmen intervened the 
order would have been executed and the full com- 
plement delivered up. In any case the details above 
given refute the Insinuations oi the irreconcilable 
journals, which represent the pio: as an invention of 
the police. 
now M. Protot Was Arrested—The "Suraical 


Operation." 


In the Paris journals of May 3 the following de. 


tails are given ot the arrest of M. Protot, who U an 
advocate and had undertaken the defence of Mcgy. 


Ills arrest as one or '.he conspirators was In couse- 
quence of the revelations of lioaurle:— 


When M. Clement, Hie Commissary of Police, pre- 
sented himself at seven o'clock on Sunday morning 
at the residence of M. Protot, So. 6 Eue de Uraquc, 
Paris, lie inquired lor the advocate aud was told 
where to Oud his dwelling. Ou'ascouulug the stairs 
he knocked and M. Protot opened the door. The 
commissary produced the warrant fur his arrest, 
wlucii he evinced no desire to resist. He remained 
quiet wlule the commissary proceeded to examine 
tue rooms; he followed ms movements with a snu.e 
ou his race until he perceived M. Clement take up a 
case covered with siiagreeuaud slutted wltli papers, 
on wluth lie rushed towarda him, snatched the ca<e 
iroui ins hand and bolted out or the door, which no 
closed alter him belore the commissary aad his as- 
sistants could recover from their surprise. Fortu- 
nately the key ol the door was m th.x inside, and M. 
Clement was but an instant in turning tiie handle 
aud getting out on the stair. Whenou the landing 
he ured off his revolver aad then sild down tue luuu- 
rail in pursuit 01 M. Protot. several or the lodge.s 
ia the house came out or their rooms, but, instead 
of aiding the police, they endeavored to facilitate 
tne escape of the advocate, who most probably 
would have made good his exit hal not the porter 
closed the door. A struggle ensued on the stairs, in 
which the police coinuibsary and his two assistants 
were oDoosed to M. Proiot and several other oocu- 
pants or the building. Despite the endeavors of 
these, the police made" good tiie arrest of their mau 
ana took possession ol me case ol papers. On reaching 
the street in the custody of the police, It is said that 
Prorot- called out to tlie pas-e:s-by tnat he was a con- 
tributor to the Marseillaise, whom they were taking 
to prison; but no one noticed him.

DUKE DE GRAMONT, MINISTEK 01' FOKEIQN AKFA1BS. 


Aiitome Agc"uor Alfred, Duke de Gramont, was 


born in Paris oa the lltli ot August, 1310. He was 
formerly known as the Duke de Gulche, but after 
the death of his father, Prince de Eidache. m 1S54, 
succeeded to nis present titie. Being the sr.n of a 
lormer general 01 division, he obiaine l aduius.ou 
to the ELO!S Polytechnique in 1&37, where he re- 
main.-d iwo j ears, when he decunea to enter me 
artillery, to .winch brunch or the service he had 
been appointed. 
He w.ts one of the earliest 
supnoiters of the Emperor Napoleon III., and on the 
21 of JJeoember, 1S52, the day ol the famous C»MJ> 
cl'ftat. made bis diioat lu public Mr?. Immediately 
alter he was seat as Minister Plenipotentiary to 
Cassel, to Stuttgart, where he remained till April, 
3, when he was sent to Turin m the same cupa- 
c.ty. J'lVhlle here he was instrumental in inducing 
Sardinia to joiu in the alliauce against Russia. In 
1857 ifte Duke was sent as Ambassador to Home, re- 
maining there till 1S61. and displaying diplomatic 
abilities of a high oraer. 
During this last named 
year he was appointed Ambassador to Austria, a 
position he hftid for five years. 'I he Duke de Gra- 
mont was made a Commander of the Legion or 
Honor in June, 1857. and is Grand Cross of the Order 
of Frederick of Wurtetubarfi, aud or that or St. 
Jiaurice aad St. Lazarus of Sardtn'a. In politics n e 
is a liberal, belonging to what is Known as the 
••rieht centre" in the Corps Lfeglslatif, winch com- 
prises ihe constitutional supporters of the Emperor, 
as distinguished from tne absolutists of the extreme 
right. In 1S4S the Duke married a daughter ol .Mr. 
liackimioa, by whom he has several clu.dien.

M. Mege is a native of Klom, where is was born 
on tne 15th of September, 1817. He received a fine 
cducilion, studied la«% and graduated LL.D. He 
practised at the oar of Clermont-Ferrand in 1S44 ana 
1815, and during the last named year was appointed 
an assistant Judge. In 1862 be became Mayor of Cle- 
ment, and during the following year a member o: the 
General Council. In 1863 M. Me'sre was elected to the 
Corps Legislatll from the first circotiscription of the 
department of Puy de Dome, and was re-elected last 
year. In polilica he is a liberal of the same school 
as M. Ollivler, aud belongs to the "leit centre."

The Perils of "Siding oa a Bail"—Tae Green- 


wich Street Gridiron lowering Its Car 


Tracts—Coming Down to a " Bead 


Level"— Sliraculous Escapes. 


An accident occurred yesterday afternoon, at a 


quarter past three, on tne Greenwich street elevated 
railroad, which might havo been attended with fatal 
consequences, but which, owing to a miraculous 
interposition ol fate, was but trifling in its effect. It 
seems that the directors of this novel scheme were 
desirous or testing the speed and strength of the 
road, and for this purpose had loaded a freight cav 
with ten tons of pig Iron, and proceeding up town at 
a good rate of speed came to Houston street, where 
the propelling rope lor the lower section south 
of that street terminates. 
Tiie propulsive power 


is then taken up again by another "endless" 
rope, 
and by the 
impetus given just up to 


the street the cars generally cross the span without 
freali power. A sharp curve occurs on the southeast 
corner, ana the passenger car, containing about 
Bfteen people, passed over safely enough; but the 
freight car, with its heavy load of iron, was too much 
strain on the span or about eighty feet, and it was 
precipitated ou the street, dragging with it tire pas- 
senger c..'r. Tins luckily alighted "plumb" o'i Its 
wheels, only two of the occupants sustaining in- 
juries, and those of a slight nature. The persons 
injured were Joseph II. Morrill. of No. 474 Third ave- 
nue, and Thomas Flyn, of Ko. 41S East Tenth street, 
envl'iy&ol Hit company, whowalkeu home without 
assistance. Frau-c McKenna, tiack master, who was 
ridiug on the freight car at tile tim?, was not so for- 
tuuau, hiving sustained such severe injury as to iv- 
qulre his being carried to his residence. The trticK 
for a distance of 175 feet was torn down, sl.attCilng a 
lamppost, destroying the arum around which the 
rope revoh es, and breaking or bentliDg vh ? traus- 
vjrse arms oi tne pillars which support, the track. In 
consequence of th^ extreme heal, or tlr; sun, mo-t of 
the p^destaaus were at the time passing on the wesr 
Side or the street, wuire there was shade, con-e- 
queutly no accident happened, especially as the train

HAVANA. May 11, 1870. 


The reports in reference to Ooicourla's statement of 


tue insurrection are very numerous and contradic- 
tory. According to tlio official accounts he pro- 
nounced the cause lost, and that having seen the trna 
condition or airalrs he had determined to withdraw 
altogether theiefrom and take up his residence In 
Mexico. Other accounts, however, represent him as 
expressing himself hopefully and declaring the 
revolution still strong. la conversation with, the 
Spanish officer who had him in charge after his con- 
demnation no stated tiiat after tney were compelled 
to return to shore pursued by ihe Doats his com- 
panions all deserted him, leaving him only a bottle 
or water. He wandered about several days, keeping 
out of the way of the soldiers and living on roots 
and herbs until he became thoroughly exhausted. 
Finally, coming upon an abandoned hut, he deter- 
mined to lay down and sleep, though aware that 
the locality would be -apt to attract the attention of 
h!s pursuers. In this he was correct, as he was 
found tliere. He entreated his captors to shoot him 
at once, but they declined, stating that such ware 
not tlieir orders. He had nothing to complalu or tu 
the treatment he had received. The officers or the 
army and navy with whom he had come In contact 
hail extended him every courtesy. Ue stated that 
he had passed Ills lite in endeavoring to bring about 
the independence of his country, and in his old age 
he was willing to lay down his life lor her sate- 
According to the Official Gazette he stated that he 
had with him the brothers Aguero, an English 
major from Canada, Dr. Meadoza and two mariners 
from Xassaxi, all we.i armed. He had been in the 
immediate \iclnity of Guayaba since the 17th or 
waiting an opportunity to escaoe.

Olllcuil accounts men- 
tion the capture in LuS Tunas of Uiupo ililanes, 
Cuban Governor or thai jurisdiction. who was to be 
shot; Klso the death of Luis Hello in an encounter 
with the trooiis.

Rev. Dr. Newman theu gave a vivid sketch of the 


scene on Mars Bill, when Paul delivered his famous 
sermon which staggered the Greeks aud shook their 
philosophy to its centre. Paul denied the eternity 
ol matter, the fiivonte idea of the stoics, denied tho 
epicurian dogma that nature was a combination of 
fortuitous atoms, ana dechued tue grout tniiii of a 
personal Creator anrt Preserver 
and Judge ol

Before this letter can reach its destination the 


EBBALD'S readers will have been Informed by tele- 
graph ol the closing or tae American canal at this 
place to the Canadian Red River expedition and the 
stopping ot the steamer Chieora, with supplies ror 
fait William, This unexpected event will delay the 
expedition a long time, and, in conjunction wicli Ihe 
slowness everywhere observable in fitting out the 
command, will undoubtedly postpone its departure 
until well Into summer. As Indicated in my previous 
correspondence would be the case, the expedition 
proves to be a greater undertaking thau Canada 
realized, and in showing how slowly its organization 
is dragging along it will 'be found interesting to go 
quickly over the work thus far accomplished, ami 
BOW so suddenly checked. 
A moi.th ago the call 


was made for Red River volunteer?, a programme 
for the expedition was announced, and it was pre- 
dicted that the command would be ready to leave 
Coih'Dgwoort by the 2d ot May.- 
Toronto was de=;<5- 


nated as a place of rendezvous for the troops, a 
camp of instruction was to be established at Colling- 
wood, and people suggested that by the 1st cf June 
the entire expedition would leave Fort William, on 
the western extremity, or Lake Superior, nearly 
700 miles from Toronto, on its way to Fort Garry. 


COJUTJSSCBSIEXT OF THE EXl'BBITIOS. 


While the Dominion Parliament was hotly discnss- 


tau tile Keil Kiver question anil mvltatm.; about the 
programme for tae campaign the DEIUI,I> corre- 
spondent busied' himseir about military headquar- 
ters in quest of details of the expedition, but, with 
the exception of General Lindsay and Colonel Wolsc- 
ley, no one seemed to have the slightest idea of 
what was to be done. 
The people throughout 


Canada supposed that wonders were being accsni- 
phshed at Ottawa, Montreal, Quebec and Toronto, 
when really each of those clues was as devoid of 
military news as if there w.is no expedition contem- 
plated. The newspapers from day to day gave lists 
of volunteers, and accounts of intended movements 
that indicated the immeiliate departure of the ex- 
jne Htion, and on the 1st ol May the public had an 
idea taat the command was nearly ready to leave. 
Indeed on the 30th ol April the belief prevailed in 
Montreal til -.t a portion of the command had already 
started, and tUis iut:<ei standing was so general in 
official quarters ihat the HERALD correspondent pre- 
pared, with no small degree of haste, to join the 
advance for the seat of war. 


At an interview with Colonel "Wolscley, the com- 


mander of the expedition, I was informed that the 
command would consist of about 2,000 men, one- 
third of whom were regulars; tnai, six months' 
snpplus, weighing 300 tons, would be taken;

In"many places tlie dis- 
tant shores sink into faint blue linos, and for many 
mi:es north of Cyllmgwoou can be seen large 
fire- sweeping through tne •woods, and lightmg 
u:> the horizon at night with a lurid glare. Farther 
nOrtlnvar.l the heavy pine and ash timber gives way 
lostuutea hemlock, siiruje, balsam and white bircli,

The bright spring lohage 
contrasiiug witc Uie darker verdure of the ever- 
greens 21V23 a beautiful aspect to tbe countless 
island that, dot tha bay, but a near approach dis- 
peis their a.tractions, and they all stand out rough 
and Inhospitable. But lew sea fowl are to be sewn. 
Ko\v and then a solitary gull follows in the sreamerTs 
wake, and occasionally a loon, or white lierou, is 
seen: but. wuh the exception of these, a bir« 
rarer/ hovers over the water. In tne noofcs aloug 
the shore a few small ducks, that disappear in 
spring for iar more northward lakes, are sometimes 
found,

disturbs a 
goose. 'Jhe waters abound la bass, white fi«h. 
]ii Ke and perch, but trout aro not found in large 
num jers until Late Superior is reached, the paradise 
of fishermen and hunters. Tho southeastern bor- 
ders of the bay are full of deer, wolves aud other 
auimals, but to the noitu only a few rabbits can be 
found. All along tue snores of Georgian Bay are 
litile inlets and sequestered bays approached by 
deep channels no wiuer than a ship canal, where 
lit tie settlements have been formed, aud at which the 
steiuucts call about oucea^celc, A dozen families 
will constitute the entire population of one of these 
sell'.cments, which depend almost; wholly upon fish- 
ing lor a livelihood. It is impossible to lorrn an 
adequate idea of tliess great sheets of water without 
viBitiiig tuem. Maps of the northern lake region 
show an apparently small isiaua ut the junction, of 
Georgian Kay and Lake Huron called Mauitoulin 
Island, and yet this lias within its limits several 
lake', ouc of wnicii is ton miles wide aud fifty miles 
long. All these great hikes are fro/en over m win- 
ter, aud mr a period ol nearly four months Ihe liltle 
settlements and the lumbermen aro shut in from all 
communication except by means of long, weary 
marches on snow shoos. 
The Chkora made but little progress the first night 
out, owing to a slight derangement, of her machin- 
ery, which hail been recently readjusted, and next 
morning found us only at Owen Sound, a small, but 
growiu" town uniy-nve miles from Collicgwood. 
Tho sceuc* on the boat during the night weru of the 
most hifiicrous description. Indians and French 
and Scotch haif-lirceds were mixed In with the full 
bloode.i Canadian laoorer, and the steamer re- 
sounded with their jargon. Early in the evening 
on*-or the saloon hors came tearing up the stair- 
way at a frantic pace and yel'ed "Steward, stew- 
ard 1 (here's a

cabin, and one chap has 
auried your hat, and another feller has raised 
h.m with Bob's cont, and"'—here he burst into 
sobs—"aud a bi—big Injin has got my br-breeolies 
a nd savs he's a goln' it b-blind with thein-em next 
ne:-"t dJal. Hurry up." The captain threw a strong 
column into the cabin, und sifter considerable skir- 
iui-,htiig the raiders were put to night, carrying 
with tliem much spoil. All night au able bodied 
bartender dispensed seductive fluids to the motley 
c/owd, and when the boat reached Owen Sound, 
and 11 was announced that she would lay there f. 
few hours, about hair the party piled into canoes 
lyme around and streaked it across tus sound to an 
Indian village, where high carnival was hold unul 
their departure. 


SAULT STE. MAIUE. 


Aftur a lew stopj.uces at some of the li'.tle settle- 
ments in the wilderness along the northern shore of 
(ieorgia.il Bay v, e leached the beautiful river of St. 
Mary yeoterday and haltad a short dlsi auue up the 
placid stream at the littic Indian village of Garden 
Kiver on tue Canadian side. Here the fifteen boats 
belonging to the Ked River expedition, with their 
respective crews and outfit of sails, pikes, oars, Ac., 
were discharged, in order to relieve the Chieora from 
e.nuarraatunenl In geitlug through the canal- 
Tweive miles t urther up through most picturesque 
scenery, parsing diminutive islanus crowned with 
bright green birch and sheltering many a barfc 
cuiioe, while iheir tawny owners atobdly watched 
our progress, we came to the htt'te autirmated settle- 
ment of Sault tite. Marie, on the Canadian bant. 
There are about a dozen buildings, some of which 
showed by their massive stone walla that they had 
been erected long ago, when white men were very 
scarce In that remote wilderuess. Numerous British 
flags were nung and everybody was on ihe dui vii-e 
concerning ihe oxpertiiion. Just across the river, a 
rai.e distant, me white cottages or the American 
Sault Ste. Marie dotte.i the sloping greensward. A 
baner* or thirty-pounder Parrot gnus, covered with 
white tarpaulins, stood on the parade ground, facing 
the river, aud a blue-coated sentinel, with while 
gliives and shining musKet, walked to and fro before 
the commandant's quarters.

The 
A'goma had gone tlnou,iu several davs before, pro- 
cOiCied to Port William, returned, and was waiting 
above the locks for the Chicoca to late her place in 
Lake Superior. 


TUB CU1CORA STOPPED. 
Steammtr over to I he American side, we found a 
small crowd asaemttled on the wharf, aud while the 
Cliicor.i. look m cdal her commander, Captain Mc- 
Lean, accomnauiad by one of her owners, Mr. Burke, 
Mr, SimpsonT member of the Dominion Parliament 
for Algoma, visited me Collector's office to see what 
might be done. Tue steamer's manifest showed her 
cargo to Include about five hundred barrels 01" flour, 
nearly the same number of hali-harrols of porK, lum- 
ber, wagons, several bules of oakum and a long Iktof 
articles which ou.jht to be private property, but 
were believed by the American officers to be part of 
thu Red Kim- expe.Utlou. The Hour, pork, wagons 
and most of the other mal-erial was addressed to me 
lint-son's Bay Company. a:ul to the Superintendent 
of I'ubuc Works, but tlia inference was drawn that 
all ihi.se goods belonged to the Dominion govern- 
ment. Those imirkcd "Public Works" would of 
course be u^ed in construct.ng the road for tne ex- 
pedition; ami collector Mclviiiglu, who had been a 
forwarding agoat lor tlie Hudson's Boy Company 
se.eu years, sat I tli.tr. the Company never received 
its supplies in ihat shape. Considerable discussion 
was had upon the propriety of reiusing a pa-js.ige 
through the canal, ths question being- w determine 
whether or nor. il.e steamer really had anything on 
board for t lie expedition. The military commander, 
Colonel on'a ly. comiiunding two companies of First 
United Stated luiaiitry at tlie post, Collector 
Mclviilghr, and the State Superintendent of the 
Canal, Guy II. Catietou, conlcrrcd together most of 
the afternoon, and night approncued without any 
conclusion beius announced. It wus stated by Uie 
Colonel that instructions had been received from 
M'asiiington to prevent any pare or the tied Ktver 
expedition from ^>mg through the canal, but that 
lie nail not, divulged the exact nature ol ihe instruc- 
tions even to his own fi'.'bordinatj olllcers, aud 
that ce should continue to creservo Ins orders a 
secret. At nark a final answer was given by the 
Canal Supennten lent, who refused permission for 
the Chieora to pass through, Collector JIcKui^lit 
Biacliig in.it if cither he or the military autlioriues 
acled at all it must be to seize and detain tilt vessel, 
which they did nut leel authorized to do.

To tnls the 
ftuucrluieuiJcut replied tti.it he could not i;ivc an 
answer unt.l tne 12th, wnloli interval wjuld euab.e 
him to ueiid a lag to ilarquette and aslc lor instruc- 
tions by telegtaph. 'I Ills delay was not acceded to 
Ly the Chieora, which resolved at once to return to 
Colllugwood and report tno circumstance to Uie 
Dominion government. 
The Chieora Immediately cast off her lines and re- 


turned to the Canadian side ol the river, where she 
discharged all her cargo. A small portion or the 
freight intended for a mining company, and a sur- 
veying party was taken through the canal in a tug, 
ana the Fort William supplies were left piled up on 
thj Canadian wharf, to be transported by land about 
two miles and a half, to a wharf above the raplda, 
wheie the Algoma will receive tncm, and convey 
them to their destination. A large force is employed 
on the road Between the two wharves, and will pro- 
bably have It completed by the time the cargo 
can be moved, as horses and oxen have to be sent up 
from Co.nugwood, tnere being only four teams in the 
Cau.idlan settlement. There was very little expres- 
sion of sentiment regarding tne stoppage of the 
Chieora, as tnat had 
evidently 
been confi- 
dently expected, and everybody seemed to re- 
gard tlie affair as a matter of course. 
After discharging the Chieora will to-day proceed 
to Collingwood, aud return as speedily as possible 
with teams to do the transporting ol supplies, Ac., 
around the rapids to the Algoma above. The two 
schooners, Orion and Pandora, will be here in a day 
or two, and will, lu all probability, discharge 
their cargoes in the same manner as the Chieora. 
There now seems to be no probability of the lied 
Kiver expedition concentrating at. I'on William 
before the last of June. If it leaves Fort William 
by the 1st of July it will have to hurry np matters 
very differently Irom the way in which it hag thus 
far been progressing. Nothing belonging to

some supplies for It when she went thiough; anil" 
the transportation around tbe rapids Usre, although 
a distance of only two rnilcs and a half, must neces- 
sitate great trouble, expense and delay. As stated 
at tne commencement of this letter, no troops were 
ready on the Mh to go forward, the Coillngwood 
camp of instruction is still a myth, anJ the rendez- 
vous at Toronto lias more the appeara ice of a school 
of reform than of a military depot.

ELECTION 


The Act of the legislature of 1870 Providing 


for the Election* in the City and County 


of HewTork— Its Provisions, Eestrlc- 
tious and Enlargement of Powers. 


THe following is tne full.text of the election law 


ror tnls city and county, as passed by the Legislature, 
and under wolcU toe elections of to-morrow will ba 
aeld:— 


SECTION 1. Hereafter all officers to'no elected by 
the people In the city aud county of New Yort shall 
De chosen at tlie general election in November, 
except in oases waere other elections may be 
authorized by law. 


SEC. 2. At elections hereafter to be held In the city 
and county of New YorK the boxes to be used in re- 
ceiving the ballots thereat slull be marked and num- 
bered successively, as follows:—No. 1, "President;11 
No 2. -'General;" So. 3, "congress:" No. 4, "Sena- 
tor:'? So. 6, "Assembly;" No. 6, "City;" So. 7, 
•'School';'No. 8, "Justices," and No. 9, "Inspectors 
of Election;" aud at every election hereafter to be 
Held in said citv and county such number of boxes, 
marked as aforesaid, snail be lurnished as may be 
required by law, to receive the ballots to he used at 
such election.

SEC. 3. The ballot for electors of President and 
Vice President shall fee the same as now prescribed 
by law, aud, when folded, shall be eudosseJ or show 
on the outside, the words "president, No. 1," and ba 
deposited in bos No. l. All other onicers in whose 
election all the voters of sjid city aud county alike 
participate, except those herein designated to be 
voted tor on separate ballots, shall De voted lor upon 
one ballot, which, upon the face tuereof. shall con- 
tain a designation of tne office ana .tlie name or 
names of tae person or persons to be voted for, 
or such of them as any voter may desire to 
v3te for, and which, when folded, shall be en- 
dorsed, or show upon the outside thereof, tae 
words "General, Xo.:!," and be deposited in box Xo. 
2. The name of the person designated for Kepresen- 
ta'ive in Congress snail be on a separate ballot, 
which, neon the face thereof, shall contain a de-isjna- 
ttou of the oalceaud thedistrictfor which the officer 
is to be elected, and which, when folded, shall be eu- 
do'-seil, or show on the outside, the wows '-Cunyress, 
Xo. y,:: and be deposited in box No. 3. Tne name

At the election for Jnil?a« to bo Held on the 
tiurd Taratoy in iSij, lu tne yejr 1370, aud thereal ter 
at t he geuerel election to be held in Nov ember m e,ieh 
vear, including the gcueral election to be held in the 
yaar 1S70, there shall be eiected In the cily and 
county of New York two Inspectors ol election for 
each election district. Such inspectors of election 
shall be voted for on a general ticKei in each ward, 
and shall be voters and residents of the warn lor 
anv election district of which they may be desig- 
nated ou the ticket.

The Board of Supervisors of the County 
St New York is directed to establish a B.ireau of 
Eiec'ions, in connection wi; h Use otlice ol their cleric, 
and lo fl£ the salaries of the ch'efand clerical lorce 
ot taid bureau, whicn salaries stall be paid as other 
countv salaries are paid. The chief'ol said bureau 
shall be appointed by the Mayor ol'the city of New 
York, and .--hail hold his oilice lor five years. He 
shall appoitu the clerical force necessary lor the bnsi- 
ness of tke bureau, ol such number as may be de- 
termined by the Board of Supervisors. He snail pre-

This act shall be deemed a portion of the 
Electoral law or the stale, and any violation thereof 
snail be punished in ilu same manner as provided In 
the general statute-) rigutaltue election-'. 


SEC. 21. Chanter Sl.i of the lawa of 1S55, entitled 
••An act to regulate the numiier of ballots and ballot 
boxes to be used in the clly and county of New York, 
aad the mode of canvassing votes throughout the 
suce," is hereby repealed so f.ir us the same relates 
to the city and county oi New Tort. Section 2 of the 
act, chapter 70 ol the laws of 1S56, entitled "An act 
prescribing the order in which the votes received at 
general elections, except in the cily of New Yoik, 
shall be-canvas-ieil, the manner of electing school 
officers in said city, and directing a renubiicatiou of 
the election laws," is also hereby repealed. And all 
other acts or parts of act? inconsistent with thu pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed s > f.ir as the 
same affect the city auj county of New YorK. And 
ail appointments in the cl-y and comity of New York 
under such acts or parts of acts, or under the pro-

SEC. 28. Any person who shall knowingly vote or 


offer to vote at any general or charter election, iu 
auy election district In which he 13 nor at the time 
eirally entitled to vote, or who shall vote more than 
once at any sucn election, or who snail personate 
auy other person, or pretended or fictitious person, 
and vote or offer to vote in the name of such person, 
or in any assumed or fictitious name, shall be ad- 
judged guilty of a felony. 


SEC. 24. Ir any person shall, upon any pretense or 
Inducement whatever, cause or procure, or be lu 
any manner instrumental in causing or procuring 
auy person to be fraudulently registered as 
a voter in any election d:s.nct in which snc-h person 
Is not at too time ft' legally qualified voter, or 
who shall cause or procure, or be m any manner in- 
strumental in procuring, any person to vote, or to 
offer to vote, in any clecuon district in which such 
person is not at the time a legally Qualified voter 
therein, or who shall advise or iu any manner incite 
any person to vote or offer to vote at any such elec- 
tion, in an assumed or fictitious name, shall ba ad- 
judired guilty of a feionv.

l.ran a»suiae;l lume, or who shall cause or permit 
any names to bs fraudulently placed upon any regis- 
try m an ^ election district whereof he shall at 
the time be an inspector, or who shall knowingly 
and wilfully piriuit or sutler any person to vote 
at any election, who is not entitled to vote thereat, 
tne said inspector so offending shall on conviction 
thereof be adjudged guilty of felony.

who shall fraudulently omit to make true au'l accu- 
rate returns or the votes actually cast at any eleo- 
llon; and every person who sh.ill in any manner in- 
cite or induce any inspector of election or other 
olUcer.us aforesaid, to fraudulently miscount tne votes 
cast, or to mafce any false or frjudulent return of sucn 
votes, or 'o omit to make a true and accurate mura 
or tue yules actually ca-t at any election; and every 
person who shall fraudulently alter or change m any 
manner any returii of vo:e-i ma le by any inspectors 
of election or other oillcer. shall, upon conviction, be 
adjudged guilty oi' a leioiiy, and sha-.l be sentenced 
to the State prison tor a term not less than two nor 
more than live years. 


SEC. 31. It is hereby made the esp"CHl duty of the 
Dlsirlct Attorney of the county «r .New York to im- 
mediately prosecute all complaints wh-ch may be 
nr.de of a violation of any of the provisions of this 
act to linal judgment, and all indictments found lor 
offences commuted under this act stull be tried in 
;he Court of Over aud Terminer, and ihe Court be- 
ore wliom any conviction for a violation of any of

SEC. 32. All -provisions of the election laws of the •

Are the Public Schools -what They Pretend t* 


be?—How do they Compare tvitii Schools In 
Europe?—A Question of Kelisrion and BIo^ 
rality. 


To THE EnrroB OP Ttm HERALD :— 


As the question of primary or common school 


education absorbs so much interest of the people 
generally ol this city and state, I may not be out of - 
order In submitting a few remtrKs rounded on expe- 
rience and observation relative to the subject. I 
shall preface by saying that I view the matter from 
an unbiassed standpoint, having neither a political 
nor a pecuniary motive at stake. I may be permit- 
ted to siate that I have a good, accurate information 
on what is called " Government Education." at least 
in Great Britain and Ireland and France, which two 
nations stand second to none In the organization 
and efficiency of taelr schools. I have visited many 
of the New York, schools and have no hesitation in 
pronouncing them

in either of the above mentioned countries. Letns 
accept of the three divisions of education generally 
laid down; namely, moral, Intellectual and physical, 
and examine tue claims ol the public schools to the 
diffusion of the first two divisions. As for the third 
I can omit any consideration of it so lar as the com- 
mon schools are concerned. 


I shall taSe it as generally admitted tnat no intel-

Do the public 
schools meet this point to the desired extent? Host 
assuredly not. A large proportion of tne teachers 
of the common schools of New YorK are no more 
fitted to

of the vontu committed to them than an aeronaut ia 
to keep his balloon in a straight line. There Is a 
small percentage of them, on the other hand, who 
are a credit to any board of education. Again, 
take a, pesn into the 
schools conducted by 
the 
Christian 
Brothers. 
Apart 
from 
every 
other consideration, can the moral training given 
in the public schools approach to that given 
by the Brothers? 
Take tae case of two boys 
who would be nearly alike if they received the same 
training. .Let one so to the public school, ths other 
to the Christian Brothers', and to the most nutatored 
mind there will be a very unfavorable contrast. It 
cannot be otherwise, as may be seen by visiting one 
of the schools conducted by each class of teachers. 
There is no person who will take the trouble to ob- 
serve but will be convinced of this lact, whether he 
auuutit or not. It is an old proverb that, as is me 
schoolmaster so will be the school, aud 1 regret to 
have it to say that In one of the public schools I 
visited the principal said on the platlorin:— 


SHE HAO KO RELIGION. 
Yes, a person \» ho openly confessed to haviag no 
reli»-ton to be the teacher of Christina children. Let 
those who idolize the "whitewashed sepulchres" 
and in a strain of set, high-sounding words, praise 
them (lor a puroose), examine this fact with an eye 
of j u-sttce, and I ask them as honorable men do those 
instil utions meet the requirement of a Christian 
people? I don't say that mtltlelity is openly incul- 
cated, but leave fallen man to his own propensities, 
and soon the impress of his Creator is effaced. It is 
only lately I luive read in one of the hlgnest-toued 
journals o[ morality in England of tha deplorable 
state of a great portion or the people, on account ol 
believing in no religlou. The able writer who penned 
the article to which I allude, saidi—"A gloomy void 
exists In the ttearis of so many people, believing 
neither in a future reward nor punishment, hence 
the hideous crimes which we read oi' daily, and thus 
cull be accounted lor the present state of society 
which is corrupt to the very core." 
I shall now glance at intellectual education as 
given by the Christian Brothers, aud compare it with 
what is given in the public schools. A tiotlon may 
exist in the minds of some that a preliminary secu- 
lar, but a careful religious education is g.ven in the 
Christian schools. Let any one who is 01 tnat opin- 
ion visit St. Gabriel's school. East Thirty-sixth 
street, and judge for himaell, and I shall confess I 
know nothing or the subject of education, if his daiK 
ideas be not dispelled by the light, aud his 111- 
fouuuecl conclusions do not vanish into tlimNair.

Nor can we bring the interest 


of moaey or capital down to what it is iu 
Eu rope. 
There are so many opportunities 


of employing profitably here, and such a 
demand for it in the development of Ibis new 
country, that money must continue to be more 
valuable than abroad. 
It is evident, there- 


fore, that we cannot compete, under such 
unequal conditions, with Great Britain in 
shipbuilding. 


Committees of Congress have been long and 


carefully examining the matter as to how the 
tonnage of the country can be increased aad 
our shipping and commercial interests revived, 
and there have been a number of propositions 
made in acd to Congress with a view to accom- 
plish this object. But the easiest, most prac- 
tical and surest plan seems to be the one that 
finds least favor. 
We mean that of changing 


the registry law so as to permit our merchants 
and capitalists lo buy vessels abroad where 
they can get them cheapest and bast. If 
American merchants were permitted to have 
vessels so purchased nationalized the same as if 
they were built here we should soon see a vast 
increase of our tonnage. 
It would not be 


long before we should have spl-jndid steam- 
ship lines competing wilh those of England on 
!he ocean. 
If even the American built vessels 


which changed their national character and 
passed into the hands of foreigners during'the 
war were allowed a register again under the 
old flag- a great many mignt be repurchased 
by our citizens, and thus our tonnage be 
increased. But it is urged thai the repeal or 
change of the registry law would damage 
or retard shipbuilding here for a time, 
if not almost ruin that branch of in- 
dustry. It might possibly check shipbuilding 
here at Orst, but in the end that interest would 
not be damaged, for the increase of our com- 
merce would develop new wants and give 
more employment in time even to our own 
shipyards. 
Then competition stimulates eater- 


prise, and, with a gradual return to the normal 
condition of things as they were before the 
war, our mechanics, inventors, iron workers 
and shipbuilders would soon learn to rival 
those of Great Britain. But, after ail, the 
shipbuilding interest is not the greatest in the 
country, and in in.ipoit.anae does not be"in to 
compare with the interests involved in a large 
mercantile mr-riae aud iu the foreign commerce 
of the country. The interests of a few ship- 
builders, of the Iron workers of Pennsylvania 
acd of the lumbermen of Maino, are insignifi- 
cant compaied with those of general com- 
merce and the carrying trade.' To increase 
the tonnage of the country, to bring us np to 
ourforaer maritime greatness and to make 
the United States the successful rival of Eng- 
land, throw all other questions and local 
interests into the shade. 
This is the one 


supremely important object to be considered. 


Among the crude schemes- submitted to 


Congress for increasing our tonnage is that of 
giving bounties or a direct bonus of money on 
every ton of ships that may be built. This is 
the most absurd, ruinous and corrupting 
scheme ever proposed in a Legislature. It 
would be a stupendous fraud upon the people 
aud Treasury for the benefit of a few individuals 
aad must lead to great corruption. Something 
might be done, and, perhaps, ought to be 
done, to iielp shipbuilding by taking off the 
duty on iron and other materials actually used 
in the construction of vessels. The interests 
of navigation might be promoted also by a 
drawback of the duty on things that qre used 
on board ships. A liberal compensation for 
mail service to important steamship lines 
might foster that important branch of the mer- 
cantile marine. But, perhaps, the most effec- 
tive way to both stimulate shipbuilding and to 
rapidly increase our tonnage would be to make 
a difference ia duties upon imported merchan-

The Whipping Post. 


In the growth of what is called refinement 


intelligence a great many of the old- 


pains and penalties of misdoing 


have been swept away as "barbarous." In 
English history and literature the whipping 
post and the pillory figure very conspicuously^ 
•and because of that figure the world seems to 
have coincided in the judgment that has con- 
signed them to its lumber limbo. In some of 
our States, however, these ancient instruments 
linger, are constantly used, and are believed 
in aa effective restraints against crime. 
We 


reported yesterday BIX cases of whippiug for 
minor offences in the State of Delaware. 
If 


we judge by the example that State presents 
we may well consider whether or no there is 
not good reason to revise the decree so gene- 
rally given against the whipping post and the 
pillory. 
Was it not the abuse of these instru- 


ments that caused the world generally to give 
them up? And if we are to give up all pun- 
ishments subject to abuse which shall we at 
last retain? Nobody likea to think of Daniel 
Defoe iu the pillory; but unjust laws and un- 
just judges would make equally infamous use 
of any conceivable penalty. 
We believe that 


tbe abandonment of these punabments was 
merely an early effect—one of the first—of 
that philanthropic sentimentality toward crim- 
inals which now demands the abolition of capi- 
tal punishment, and which, as a next step, will 
demand that all prisons ba torn down or 
turned into free lunch houses, and will, per- 
haps, never stop till it establishes the full im- 
munity, if not the meritorious character, of 
every offence against the peace of socie'ty. 
Some pitiful scoundrel commits a small and 
shameful offence. 
Why should society there- 


upon assume the charge of his support and 
visit upon him no evil but the loss of a liberty 
for which he cares nothing ? Is it not more 
rational to give him a hearty physical disci- 
pline on the spot ? There is found in Delaware 
one most eloquent fact in support of this view. 
The whipping plan actually prevents crimes of 
the sort that are punished at the whipping 
post. So much can scarcely be said for anv 
other punishment.

And 
yet here upon the hearthstone of the nation it 
s proposed to pauperize them. No nation can 
afford to be ungrateful to its helpless aad 
crippled soldiers, and I protest against the bill 
a the name of a generous people." These 
words will be remembered long after tho 
Senator has left public lifs, aud long after the 
Speacers and such as they are consigned to 
oblivion. It is to men like Senator Nye that 
the oSieere of the army and navy bave to look 
for the vindication of their conduct and for 
the support of their reputation. There is no 
instance where officers have done anything la 
or outside the line of their duty that could 
possibly call forth the malignant feelings that 
seem to animate certain lestslalora, aud they 
can only be accounted for by the want of suc- 
cess of these same legislators when they held 
positions in the army for which they were iu 
nowise fitted. 


The recent debate in the Senite in elation 


lo the pay of the chief clerk of the Navy 
Department is a specimen of the style of two- 
penny legislation, aad tbe opportunity could 
not be allowed to pass without letting slip a 
broadside at Ihe naval officers holding higb 
posilions in the department, who are most 
likely there from no choice of their own, and 
who would gladly change their stations for 
others more consonant with their 
tasted 


which would removo them from contact with 
politicians and their importunities for slKlii\[ 
offices. 
It was rather strange, however, lo 


see the honorable Senator from Ohio takin; 
part in the debate on the small item of 
three hundred dollars iacrease in Ibe salary of 
a clerk, and reUecting upon prominent officers 
of the navy—officers who are endeavoring to 
lift ths service out of the mud in which 
it was left by the adminiatration of Andrew 
Johnson. There was a gleam of satisfaction 
in the fact that such men as Cole, Warner, 
Cragin, Drake, Anthony and Nye were on the 
ground, ready to stand by tbe navy and 
expose the ignorance of those who attempted 
to depreciate it. The want of knowledge of 
naval matters among many of our legislators 
is really wonderful, and people are, therefore, 
astonished that Ihcy should get up on tha floor 
of Congress and show lo the tvorld- how little 
they do know. In many cases it is pure ma- 
levolence that prompts their action, and they 
frequently misrepresent matters knowingly. 


All these discussions will, however, in the 


end, have a good effect. 
They will enable the 


friends of either branch of the service to put 
at real the attacks of the opposition, and n-ili 
show the magnanimous people of the Uniled 
States how it is intended to treat those but for 
whom their position at this time might be very 
different. 
Had Lee's army reached Philadcf- 


phia there is no knowing how mailers mi^iit 
have gone. Had Sberinau failed in his march 
through the South the rebellion might have 
ended in a mariner less consonant with our 
wishes. Who oan measure the services of our 
distinguished officers by the amount of pay 
they receive ? It is now proposed (o cut their 
salaries down to one-half what fiey were- 
before the war, aad to take from the navy fie 
thirty-three and one-third per cent, which 
willnuke the pay of the lalter about one- 
half what ths officers of the ar:ay receive. 
Fortunately they cannot do more than (Ms 
without reducing naval officers to a condition 
that will drive theai to places where they 
can eke out a miserable subsistence and 
ruminate oa the ingratitude of republics. 
How much better it would be for. the coun- 
try if our legislators would do something (o, 
build up our nary, aad let tbe United States 
rank, as it shcjld do, auiocg the foremost na- 
tions of tbe earth. They would ba placed in 
a humiliating; position, if we should suddenly 
be involved, iu a controversy with England 
which may happen at any moment. 
Then tbe 


people would ask—'-Why were these men 
sent to legislate for us when they knew so, 
little the duties of statesmen, spent millions 
in endeavoring to break up the army ami nary 
and brought such b:ttor fruits to tae natioa?"
